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STRIKE THREATENED. 


Chicago People May Have to Walk 


Tomorrow. 


Labor Leaders Confer Today—Railway Manager 


Says Company Can Not Grant Demands 


Made by Employes—The Situation. 


Chicago, Nov. 11.—Conferences of 


labor leaders were held this morning 
to prepare for the biggest street car 
strike that has ever been contemplated 
by the local unions. 
Both, sides de- 


clare a strike is inevitable, and if they 
adhere to their declarations, tomorrow 
will find one-fourth of Chicago's two 
millions, of people without street rail- 
way service. 
The demands of the 


union are for a 20 per cent increase for 
train service and a withdrawal of the 
ban against their union, which 
con- 


tains'2,224 members. Manager McCul- 
loch says~his company cannot possibly 
grant either demand. The franchises 
of the company are about to expire 
and the question of municipal owner- 
ship is being agitated. This is expect- 
ed to move the company to a surren- 
der if a strike is called and the politi- 


cal weight of the unions is thrown 
against it. "Boss" Farley, the strikf 
breaker, and four hundred non-union 
men are 
quartered at cheap hotels 


waiting to take the places of intending 
strikers. These men will all be armed 
and should they attempt to run cars 
the police expect serious rioting.. Mail 
cars will be run, declares tae 
post- 


master, even if it requires government 
protection. A mass meeting in to be 
held tonight .to ratify the final action 
of the officers of the union and appoint 
a time for the walkout This will prob- 
ably be at C a m., when the trainmen 
are expected not to take out their cars. 
In spite of the preparations to resist 
the strike, the labor leaders hope the 
company will >ield at the last moment 
and avert what shall otherwise be one 
of the most serious street railway 
strikes in this country.
